2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a review of the 
prior art of record, it is believed that the present invention is novel and non-obvious wherein no 
reference discloses a electrically conductive confined space ventilator conduit with the recited 
structure and formed of a electrically conductive polymer. The closest references, U.S. 
4,794,956 and 4,982,653, both to Gordon et al. disclose the recited structure, but these conduits 
are formed of sheet metal or low conductive plastics. No reference discloses the use of a 
conductive polymer for use in a saddle pipe or for use on a pipe in the disclosed environment.
